(If the hiiiulrpcls of thousands of 
yoiinK and old who have visited 
Buffalo mil s Wild Wpst show dur- 
ing the past quarter of a century, 
th» re are probably few who will not 
feel regret at the announcement 
that becnnae of flnanelal difllcultiea, 
the show haa had' Ita final ^"roand- 
up." 

Col. Cody haa turned his spven- 
tl'th year. HurlnK more (lian Iialf 
his liff lie has been a iiroinini'Mi fig- 
ure In the public eye. Mule driver, 
ponjr expreas driTer, stage driver, 
■eoat, aoldler, htunter. showman — 
are a few of the oeeapatlona which 
made bis career probably the most 
pirtureaqne of living men. 

From the day that his father was 
killed in a figbt that gave "bloody" 
Kansaa Ita. name, William F. Cody 
waa never Idle. At tk« age of fif- 
teen, already a man In slie and 
B'-ength, he had been herder, mea- 
g'-r.por an<l express drlverk and had 
V (in a nanii' as a dead shot and a 
horseman with few equals. 

Under Gen. Albert Sidner 'Joha* 
^on he saw hia flrat Indian fighting. 
The Civil War found him a private 
In the 7th Kansas Cavalry, an active 
'Mayhawki'r" ri'^lnicnt. and for 
nidiH than ton yi-ars alter the (lose 
of tlip war he saw service, first as 
scout anil later as chief of scouts. In 
the Indian Wars. His commanders 
Included Oens. Sherman, Sheridan, 
Miles, Custer, Crook, Ord and Fry 
— all famous Indian fighters of the 
pericxl. It was when he was chief 
of scouts under t!en. Crook that he 
won fame liy killing in single com- 
bat the Indian chief, Yellow Hand, 
knife against tomahawk. 

In 1867 he won hla title of Buffa- 
lo Bill. It was then that a gang of 
l.SOO men was laying the tracks of 
the Kansas-Pacific across the plains 
and faniiBhing for fresh meat. Col. 
Cody volunteered to furnish the 
meat and in eighteen months, with 
bis breach-loader "Lucretla Bor- 
gia," ha killed «vlSO blaon. 

In tha 'TOa Cody tried acting 
In a melodnuna of the Wsat and It 
was the success of this which led to 
the formation of the "Wild Weat" 
show, with which his name haa been 
linked for thirty years. The big 
show was launched In earnest In 
1888. The flitet performface waa 
ClvM la Ifadiaoa Sqiwre Garden, 
Kew York City, wkaa Haarjr Ward 
Beecber introduced the fanoua 
'plaiaamaa and scout to the public. 

On the first presentation of the 
show in WashinKlon a few weeks 
later (ien. I'hlUip Sheridan acted as 
master of ceremonies, riding In the 
Deadwood stage coach (In which he 
had traTelad to the Black Hills) ac- 
companied by Prealdent Arthur. 
The army officers attended, and the 
Speaker of the House found It nec- 
essary to adjourn on account of the 
lack of a (luoruin. 

When Buffalo Bill first launched 
hia ahow the experleufed men In the 
bualaeaa laughed at him and aald 
that it was a wild scheme, but In
